Cabinet Guesses. 
WASHINGTON, October 22.—It is now stated 
with considerable positiveness that only two 
Cabinet nominations will be made at the 
present session of the Senate and that they 
will be Morgan of New York, Secretarv of the 
Treasury, and Howe of Wisconsin, for Attor- 


ney General There is evidently some guess- 
ing, however, ubout this, for it 
does not seem to come from 
Presidential authority. A prominent 


fepublican who backs Longstreet maintains 
that Longstreet's friends have pretty good as- 
surence that be will be nominated tor a Cab- 
inet pesition. 


Cabinet Speculations. 
WASHINGTON, October 22.—A member ot the 
present Cabinet said this morning his opinion 
was that Arthur would appoint all his Cabinet 
now. Hesaid all the members of the present 
Cabinet who haveto{go outjare anxious to 
get out immediately, as Attorney-Genera! 
MacVeagh, and they have so informed the 
President and have urgently requested him to 
relieve them as soon as he conveniently can. 
This Cabinet officer also suid he believed 
longstreet would zo in the new 
Cabinet, and he had heard that 
Secretary Lincoln would be the Attorney- 
Generalinthe new Cabinet He also belteves 
that Morgan will be the ees of the 
Treasury. Thereis a report that Howe will 
only hola the Attorney Genera!’s office until 
December, and that he will then be transferred 
to another department. This report is based 
on tke supposition that Ouly Cabinet officers 
will be uppointed now.

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BOSTON LETTER. 


Pretty and intellectual Girls — The 
Mule Hubite Analtyzed—Vehicular. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, October 19, 1881.—The Harvard 
song—that refrain about ‘Boston city, where 
all the girls tbey are so pretty’’—really tsn’t 
far out of the way, whether it was meant to 
be ironical or net: for even our Boston born- 
and-bred cannot belp occasionally noticing 
the fact (if the rush of ‘*business’’ gives him 
time for so leisurely astroll through our streets 
as to enable him to notice anything at all) that 
the majority, and a large majority, too, of the 
women whom he meets are decidedly pretty. 
Tbis is true of young and old alike, and the 
reason is, tbat the true secret lies not in the 
smooth, pinky complexion and blonde curls 
of the one, nor ia the delicately-wrinkled 
hut fair shin and lovely gray hair of the 
other, but in the expression of the faces, 
which, in almost every case, is such as to show 
conclusively, at a glance, that their owners 
know something. And laugh all you will at 
this. **Itis certain after all, that intellectual 
beauty isthe most pleasing, satisfying and 
lasting. The mere beauty, wbo haso’t an idea 
nerin head, seldom makes much of a suc- 
cess, even in Winning admirers. I[t takes the 
piquant beauty, who knows hew to anyle for 
hearts with other bait than mere perfection 
of fuce and form, to make even the success- 
ful coquette. For to Know how to dress and 
manage a fairface and agood form to ad- 
vantave is knowing considerable, and to 
know how to study men’s minds sod faactes 
andto adapt berseif to interestthe former 
and please the Ja‘ter is knowing more still, 
while she whoesn do both is at once mistress 
ofanartand a science, the art of making a 
living, breathing, exquisite picture of her- 
self, and the science of interpreting the 
workings of the buman minod and of 
putting cunning forces to work to change 
and modify these workings to suit the pur- 
pose in hand, a sort of instinctive, unwrit- 
ten psychology, Such is thecoquette—the real 
flirt—and to be dreaded just because of her 
very intellectual abilities. A flirt who doesn’t 
know anything isn’t to be feared; on the con- 
trary, she need to fear, for, ten chances t> one, 
she meets with a genuine male flirt aud be- 
comes the victim. 

But it isn’t this kind of intellectuality that 
characterizes ovr Boston women. We have 
few flirts of either sex. Those that we have 
are mastiy only specimens imported from 
New York, Where they flourish. As a rule, 
our women show the better kinds of Knowl- 
edge. They are readers of books and papers 
—notofmen. Ifthe; tiytoread men atall, 
itis apt to be by means of the alphabet that 
they bave learned in novel and 
essay and poem, and As a 
miatier of course this Jeads to the con- 
struction of an ideal man, whom _ they 
straightway personify as the man before 
them, and doun’t find out the difference till 
they are fast married. And then—well, I 
think that is the cause of our divorce courts 
being sofull. Itis notthatour men areso 
bad, put thatour women are so imaginative, 
as the result of much reading and tninking.

P Our streets are gaining in the variety and 
odaity of the vebicles they sport. Yes, they 
eally seem to take 4 human delight in rak- 
ishly “aporting” the new hansom cabs and 
Heidie coaches. Everybody whojhas been in 
London remembers asthe one jy particu- 
larly exquisite that of taking a hansom 
cab at apy point where one might bappen to 
be, and driving to any other place within the 
bounds of reason—and they reason exten- 
sively over there for & shilling. Driving in 
acute little vehicle, like an old-fashioned 
low-swung one-horse chaise, that seems to 
go of itself, like the fairv barge on the lake 
of our childhood’s stories, though if one 
wishes to giye orders one vnly raises a tiny 
teap-door in the roof and speaks up tothe 
driver, who sits perched up aloft behind. 
Instead of a lap-robe, you havea pair of 


doors that you shut after taking 
your seat and which fit over your 


knees very neatly. Ifit rains there are some 
upper doors with windows that pull out from 
somewhere and meet the lower ones. 

Well, there area couple of these gay and 
roliicking little hansomcabs here on our 
streets, and one may see them every day 
flourisbing around, but nobody is in them 
except tbe driver in his fawn-colored livery, 
apd he isn’t in, buton them.

A Disgraced Rector’s Promise.

A letter recently received from the itev. 
Marsball T. Meigs, the disgraced rector of 
st. James’ Protesteunt Episcopal Chureb, 
Iiestonville, states that be has found employ- 
ment as the South American agent of a New 
York firm, and is now proceeding to the 
scene of his future labors, Where he hopes to 
rebuild bis shattered fortunes and eventual- 
lv return to this country with monev suffi- 
cient to pay his debts and wipe out the stain 
that has blotted bis charactee. Atthe tine of 
Mc igs’ disappearance, in July last,an account 
of bis misconduct was publishedinthe Ree- 
ord. Hewas the adopted son ofa wealthy 
widow living in West Philadelphia, and was 
educated at herexpense. .The vestry of St, 


James’ Church — called bim to 
its, pastorate in  I878, offerins 4406 
a year as an inducement. As wealthy 


members of the congregation offered to in- 
cressé the cmolumepts of its rector from 
their y@ivate purses, the young man acc :pted 
the call and entered upon the discharge of his 
Cutics. He soon abandoned the narrow patis 
of duty and entered the broad field of activity 
that opens to men with blunted consciences. 
The chureh treasury was opened to him, and 
frequent calls Were made upon its resources. 
These transactions being brought to the 
knowledge of the vestry, they refused to ac- 
cept the young minister’s resignation, which 
was the only explanation he would make of 
his conduct. About the same time the widow 
of Mr. Thomas Ferguson sought legal aid to 
secure possession of property which had been 
placed in Medgs’ charge as administrator. 
This united attack, substantiated by proof of 
misconduct, Was more than Mr. Meigs could 
aefend himself agamst, and he sought to be 
tid of his troubles by fleeing far from them.

AFFAIRS IN ICELAND. 


The Discoveries of uw New York Traveler 
und Sctentist. 
From an Interview with W. L. Howard. 


William Lee Howard has just returned 
from Iceland, where he was sent early in the 
summer bythe American Geographical So- 
ciety in order to settle some disputed points 
inthe topography of thatisiand. Monday 
evening be was visited by a Tribune reporter, 
Tow oon he gave an account of his summer’s 
travel. 

“*T left New York,” aaid he, **in March last, 
and went to Leith, Scotland, where a ship 
was fitted out for me, and then I went di- 
rectiyto Iceland. Last vear I skirted the 
isiand with a boat, going into every fiord 
around it, and left some ponies tbere for my 
use the past summer, but they bad all died in 
consequence of the scarcity of food. Oneof 
the most important discoveries that I cwuade 
was in determining whether Herdubried 
wasa volcano orsimply x mountain. That 
now is settled satisfactorily to my mind; it 1s 
avolcano. Iclimredto the top of it—6,7;40 
ivet above ‘the sea level. The only way to 
ascend for 1,500 feet was to fly a targe kite 
with an anchor attach: d and a rope fastened 
totbe anchor. After sectiring the anchor to 
the rocks above my bead I would pull myself 
bv repeating the 
operation manyvtimes I made the ascent in 
thirty-eight hours. The vocano is composed 
of three paris; the lowest is palgonite, the 
middle and steepest partis a basaltic cliff, 
while the topislava. ‘This shows conclusively 
thatitis avolcanpo ard not a mountain. Ona 
the summit it was blowing snd snowing so 
hurd toat 1 cou d not see tifty feet from me. 
All tepographeis had agr-ved that this was not 
a volcano. 

This was only apartofmy task. No one 
had evertraversed across the islund, but I 
crossed itin four directions. The standard 
map of Iceland was constructed after twenty 
vear:? labor by Skjolfnderfjlot, but he placed 


many Jakes on it and traced several rivers 
thathbe bad never seen. Of course he left 
out many ther [have oecated. During the 


four months ' was on the istand, my party of 
tift, «six men traveled 1,754 miles, 600 of them 
an foot. We worked, on an average, nineteen 
hoursadoay. During allour stay there, it 
Was constant daviight. Several times woen 
hurried, we workeu seventy-tlive hours with- 
out obtsainingan bour’s’ sleep. | laid a base 
line and triargulated ninety miles along a 
river, traversed for the tirst time by a white 
nar: also taking mznv photo rraphs. 

“rom Hunaftjordn I started for Greenland 
to see if | couid bear anything conceaning the 
Jeannette. Ontbe way | met some tisher- 
men, WhO satisfied me concerning it. Last 
winter was the severest ever known 
in Greenland and Iceland, and the ice aid not 
ineit during the summer suilicienily to sallow 
it to come down asit usually does. This bad 
some xdvantages, foraship could go much 
farther nortb than ever before: but if the 
Jeannette was frozen in the ice last fall itis 
doubtless there now. Satistied that I could 
hear nothing more defivite concerning that 
sbip. we returned to Iceland, and continued 
our travels there. Here, too, the game,dogs, 
ponies and sheep bave dizd in great quanti- 
ties from lack of verdure. The population of 


Iceland is being constantly crowded out 
toward the ccast.

across the island from north to south, whicn 
is full of boulders, evidently of glacial origin; 
and linade many observations concerning 
the movement of glaciers, which will appear 
ut a later time.”

The Mayor’s Qualified Decision in 
Regard to thé Collier Fire. 


A Reporter Interviews the Executive, 
Mr. Richeson and Others. 


The Mayor’s decision in regard to the Collier 
fire investigation is embodied in a communica- 
tion forwarded yesterday by His Honorto Mr. 
Thomas Richeson, president of the Collier 
White Lead Works. It says the evidence 


established the fact that there was 
some delay in giving the first alarm, 
and the water supply was not amople 


—circumstances which in some measure 
serve to exonerate the department for respon- 
yibility for the 1esult, but thatit did not show 
that any member of the department had been 


guilty of negligence or remiss in his duty or 
taulty in his judgment tosuch an extent as to 
warrant him in removing the head of tne de- 
partment. 1t winds up with the following sen- 
tence: ‘*The proof does not sustain your com- 
piaint, and I therefore dismiss the same.’’ — 
Many persons in discussing the decision in- 


sist that few judicial verdicts are 
sO contradictory and evasive as 
the Mayor's decision. They insist that he 


resolutely closes his eyes to the question pro- 
pounded, and answers one that was not asked. 
The man who gave the first alarm is censured 
for not giving it quicker, but as his conduct 
was not under investigation the Mayor need 
not have labored on this question. 
The factthat the Fire Department neglected 
to turn on a second alarm hecarefully ignores, 
but ranges himself on the side of Mr. Sexton 
and against Mr. Whitman by saying that the 
‘*water supply was not ample.’’ The Collier 
Com pany in its letter of complaint did not ask 
the removal of Mr. Sexton or any one else, or 
that uny penalty should be meted out, but 
simply cherged mismanagement. The Mayor 
answers this by ingeniously saying the fire 
was mismanaged but not ‘‘tosuch an extent 
as will warrant me in removing the head of 
the depurtment.’’ A verdict of not 
proven can never be satisfactory 
to the accused. Itisin effect a judgment of 
guilty with the penalty remitted. Itis felt and 
expressed that the cicizens of St. Louis are in- 
debted to the Collier Company for having ex- 
posed some of the glaring deficiencies of the 
fire Department: and regardless of the 
Mayor’s decision the popular verdict will be 
that the St. Louis Fire Department is not ‘‘the 
best on earth,’’ that it has much to learn, and 
that less blusterand more brains would be con- 
ducive to better discipline and more effective 
-ervice in the department. 
THE MAYOR INTERVIEWED. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter visited the 
Mayor's office this orning and hada talk with 
him about the decision. 

‘‘Do you consider that a full, fair and free 
acquittal, such as Mr. Sextonasked:’’ the re- 
porter inquired. 

‘‘It 1s just what it purports to be, His 
Iionor replied, ‘tand nothing more or less.’’ 

‘*Ts it not a qualified accquittal:’’ 

‘‘] think not.’’ 

‘‘Isit not a verdict of guilty with the penal- 
ty remitted, as some peuple claim it to be:’’ 

‘*‘I do not think so. Lamof the Opinion that 
the decision is very plain and does not need 
any interpretation fromme. Tell your editor 
30. Ibeheve that you tolks are straining the 
thing alittle too much when you try to twist 
anything else out of it.’’ 

‘It leaves the impression of mismanagement 
without stating to what extent the fire 
was mismapaged. That's the way it luoks t¢ 
mné “id to everybody else.”? 

‘‘It does not look that waytome. I don't 
think anybody cxun mistake the meaning of 
the language used in the decision,’’ 

‘*‘What does the phrase ‘to such fan extent’ 
Inean?’’ 

“Oh, that doesn’t mean much. IT put that 
in just to round the thing out—to makeit more 
binding,’’ and the Mayor laughed. 

‘*Youdon’tecaretotell ime and the 
just whatthe decision means’’’ 

‘‘T do not caretofurnish any interpretation 
orto construe the matter anyfurther. You 
cannot make any more out of the decision than 
thereisinit. It asserts that the charges have 
not been gustained.’’ 

‘‘How about Water Commissioner Whit- 
man’s testimony tothe effect thatthe water 
supply was allright?’’ 

‘‘There wasthe engineer’s testimony that 
engines had to shut down on Market street be- 
cause they could not get water. Then the tact 
isthatl, andeverybody else who was there, 
saw that the engine on Tenth and Market streets 
could not throw a stream upto a second story. 
You saw that vourself.’’

Mayor regarding the exact meaning 
of his decision brought no 
more satisactory response’ than that 


the decision meant no more und no less than 
it set forth, and every person might put his 
own interpretation on it. 

MR. THOS. RICHESON 
wasmet by the reporter on Chestnut street. 


Tbe newspaper man asked him what he 
thought of the decision. ; 
‘*l was never more surprised in my life,’’ 


said Mr. Richeson. ‘‘We did not ask the Mayor 
to discharge anybody. We simply wanted 
tomake it plain and indisputable to the public 
that the fire had not been rroperly handled. 
We thought so when we made the complaint 
and we think so still. I believe that a portion of 
our sheds should not bave been destroyed and, 
although that may not have been possible, 1 
feel certain that our warehouse should not 
have bsen destroyed or touched bythe fire at 
all. I blame the Fire Departments for 
having aliowed that fire tocrossthe south- 
ern end of the alley and to destroy the prop- 
ertv along Tenth street south of tne Stubble- 
field house. Itbhink the testimony all went to 
establish the fact that nothing but gross mis- 
management could have made sucha result 
possible.’’ 

P ‘Then you are not satisfied with the ver- 

ict?’ 

‘*[ am satisfied withit asfaras it goes. It 
says there was inismanagement, but it does 
not say how much. Iam surprised to find the 
Mayor giving the testimony of one of his own 
ofticers—Mr. Whitman—in asserting that the 
water supply was inadequate, when Mr. Whit- 
man said there was plenty of water. 


‘*Some citizens came to me,’’ 
said Ma. Richeson, ‘fand told me 
that there was no use to expect 


any otherthanaverdict of acquittal in this 
case. ‘Why not?’ I asked. ‘Because,’ said 
they, ‘ifthe Mayor acknowledges that the fire 
was mismanaged you can bring suit against 
the city and recover to the very dollar the 
value of all your property destroyed there.’ 
Now, [don’t know whether thisis so or not, 
or whetherthe Mayor was intlueneed in his 
decision by any such consideration, 
All I know is that neither 
myself nor any other member of our company 
bad the least idea of bringing suit against the 
city . no matter how the investigation termin- 
ated.’ 

The reporter asked Mayor Ewing afterwards 
if he knew that a decision against the Fire De- 
partment would leave the city liable for dam- 
ages to the extent of the value of the destroyed 
Collier property. He answered that he was 
notaware of any such thing, and had not 
been at all influenced in hris 
decision by any such legal point.

For 3,661 Shares of Missouri Street 
Railway Stock. 


At noon to-day 3,66l shares of the capital 
stock of the Missouri Street Railway Company; 
representing the Wellsinterest in that line, 


changed hands in the office of McNair 
& Tracy, on Third street, and 
became the property Cc. Gai: SS 
Mafiit, 


who bought for a pool consisting of 
the Maffit estate, Charles Parsons, Dan Catlin, 
John A. Scudder and John H. Beach. Fifty 
thousand dollars in cash was put up as 
foifeit money, and the stock wiil be 
held in escrow until the balance of the 
money is putup. The pool havethirty days’ 
time in which to pay the balance of the cash, 
whichis in all slightly over $430,000. It is 
understood that the stock was sold for 
$146 ashare, aprice ¢@lessthan small blocks 
have been commanding in open market. The 
capital stock ofthe Missouri Railway Com- 
pany is $500,000 divided unto six thousand 
shares of $100 each. But of course these 
shares have been much above par. 

The sale was to have been consummated 
yesterday, and Mr. Wells’ brokers were all 
ready to turn over the stock, but it was laugh- 
ingly agreed that Friday was an unlucky 
day tor a large trade and hence 
the purchase was put off twenty-four 
hours. Mrs. Maftit is the ‘argest owner 
in the pool, and the Maftit estate will virtu- 
ally control the line, which, it must be under- 
stood, is really two lines of cars, the Market 
street as well as the Olive. A reporter 
after along chase succeeded in catching Mr. 
Mafttit and Mr. Dan Catlin at dinner togetaer 
ina Vine street restaurant and asked them 
about the purchase. They admitted the buy- 
ing and seemed to be highly elated over the 
operation. 

‘‘For the present at any rates,’’satd Mr. Maf- 
fit, ‘‘there will be no changesinthe manage- 
nent erthe road. Mr. Wells will continue to 
act as President and Rota Wells 
as Superintendent, unless of corse 
they should decide tostep down and outof 
theirown motion.’’

Iwo Petitions Before the Criminal Courts— 
Max Gumpert Asking His Freedom,

jhe Assessor Overhauling Residential Valu- 
ations and Assessment of Large Buildings. 
Assessor Powers and Commissioner of Build- 
ings Beattie are engaged in a work at this time 
whieh will result beneficially to the revenue. 
The matter can best be explained in the words 
of the assessor himself: 
‘‘Some time past it occurred to me 
that a supervision of the district asses- 
sors’ Valuations on inwproved property 
would be desirable, with the view of estab- 
lishing valuations On amore uniform basis. 
To ascertain whether such assessments were 
uniform, especially with regard to the larger 
buildings and residences, I sought the services 
of the Commissioner of Buildings, whose ex- 


pert opinion is of course of great value, 
and the city placed a buggy at 
our disposal for the purpose of 


muking a complete supervision of city proper- 
ty. Wetcok the district assessors’ piats and 
murginal notes with us, and whenever we 
found the assessor’s Valuation below the mark 
Imade marginal notes of my own. These are 
referred back to the district assessors’ who 
make a second €xamination, and actun7n my 
revised figures. We went through Mr. 
Buckland's district, the First, reaching 
from Carondelet to the neighborhood of the 
Wild Hunter’s, and then tock in Mr. Ssnhtag's 
district, the Second, from the south to 
Lafayette avenue. There were no very valua- 
ble improve ments in either district, andtheie- 
fore few marginal notes were needed.
